Deer Season Opens Monday. 


Deer hunters who are planning to 


begin the annual killing next Sun'clav 
Nov. 10th will be likely to lind them- 
selves in the clutches o'f the game war- 
dens, savs a telegram from Madison to 
the Oshkosh Times, for they will not 
only be breaking one of the'ten com- 
mandments, but they will also be vio- 
lating the stale game law. Contrary 
to what seems to be the general im- 
pression, the open season for deer does 
not begin Nov. loth but one day later, 
Nov. Hth.. 
The 
misunderstanding 


arises from tlie fact that the law says 
the closed season fordecrshall be "be- 
tween the 30th-day of November and 
the succeeding loth day of November 
in the year following." 
This might 


be construed to include the 10th in the 
open season if the law did not further 
state: "all the year excepting the 
last twenty days of November, 'being 
thereby intended to be included in tlie 
closed or prohibited season for such 
animals." 
As the last twenty days of 


November do not include the 10th, 
hunting on that day is clearly illegal. 
State Game Warden Ovcrbeck has re- 
ceived many letters of inquiry on this 
subject and lo these he has replied 
that the open season for deer does not 
begin until Nov. nth, 
continuing to 


and including Nov. Mill. After 'that 
the hunter has live days in which to 
ship his game home.

Some time ago the city council

the. safeguard*. 
l Tp lo Ihe present 


time no serious accidents have oc- 
curred at the crossings here and it 
would seem better to make the im- 
provements before anything of the 
kind had taken place than to wait un- 
til we are compelled to view some hor- 
ror like is read of almost every day in 
the daily papers. 


A similar ordinance was passed at 


Marshlu-ld requiring the rail.vay com- 
pany there to put in gates and the 
time lor putting in same expired on 
the 2, lh ol October, but the dilfereul 
companies centering there have made 
no move to comply with the law. As 
a substitute for gales a system of 
hells was established there and tried 
for one month, but these did not meet 
the requirements for which the gates 
were wauled and ihe company was 
notified of the fact. 
The companies 


there have made no move in the mat- 
ter ami it is possible that the city may 
resort to Ihe courls in order lo compel 
Ihe railroad companies to comply with 
the law. 


H is to be hoped that the railroads 


here will comply with ihe conditions 
ol the ordinance without any litiga- 
tion.

tion. The two new dynamos will be 
so placed that both or one can be run 
by the new engine,or one of them can 
be operated by the old engine which 
will give more of a range in the work 
and permit of a shutdown in case of 
an accident or mishap lo tiie machin- 
ery. The addition of machinery will 
make it nossible for llic company lo 
furnish power to consumers in almost 
any quantity hereafter, which they 
have heretofore been unable to do. 


When the new inachinerv has been 


placed in position the Electric .'i Water 
company will have a plant -.ejund to 
none in this part of the country and 
users of electricity will be able to have 
a current at any time oi the day or 
night.

at this point, had been interviewing 
several of the aldermen on ilouday 
and stated in effect that the Fidelity & 
Deposit company in finishing the work 
they had started would be losers in the 
sum of 32000. In view of this state- 
ment it was asked that the city reim- 
burse the Fidelity & Deposit company 
to the extent of SlOOO. C. F. Kellogg, 
chairman of the street committee, pre-

For this service 
thev are oaid a certain sum of money - 
In the case of Mr- Pope we understand 
that the Fidelity company received 
the sum of £600 for their services. 
Should the company make ten deals 
like this in -2. year and the contracts 
are all carried out and completed ac- 
cording to specifications the Fidelity 
company would receive the sum of 
56000.
